Mr. Bowman learned his trade with 
James Cochrane at the old shop on Punchard 
avenue, where he worked for four years. 
After two at 4 in Hyde Park and two more 
in Haverhill, he returned to the Cochrone 
shop as one of its joint proprietors in 1887. 
The following year Anderson & Bowman 
moved to what was known as the Adam 
Frame shop on Bartlet street, the building 
then being about ten years old. It was not 
until fifteen yeas ago that the present owners 
i the building from the heirs of James 
H. Smith, 


By a strange coincidence Mr. Anderson, at 
tthe age of seventeen, became a blacksmith’s 
apes under John Faulkner in a building, 
also erected by James H. Smith, standing at 
that time at the corner of North Main and 
Pearson streets. The business was bought by 
Thomas Harriman and it was during his 
ownership that the building was moved to Park 
street, afterwards being placed further back 
from the street to make room for the new 
Morrison & O’Connell carriage shop, now 
the Fraternal building, in the rear of which 
it stands at the present day. 

After working at the trade for about tem 
years Mr. Anderson became the owner of a 
shop in Haverhill, but returned after a year 
to enter into the partnership with Mr. Bow- 
man, which lasted for forty years. 

In that time the blacksmithing business has 

h many changes and _vicissi- 
tudes. In the old Punchard avenue shop was 
an ox-sling and forty or fifty yoke of oxen 
were Shed fi a season, coming from Reading 
and North Andover, as well as Andover. 
Probably not one remains in the district to- 


lay. 
Usually Anderson & Bowman have em- 
ployed two men and it was not an uncommon 
thing to shoe as many as ninety horses in a 
day. Beginning at five o’clock in the morn- 
ing, work would continue until half past ten 
at night, working first by the glimmer of a 
fluid lamp fastened over a nail on a box, in 
later years by kerosene, gas or electricity. 
Light shoes made by hand in varying 
weights for trotting horses were a specialty of 
this shop in the days when the Thorndale 
stock farm flourished under John H. Richard- 
son, and horses known the country over were 
boarded at these stables. 
The cost of shoeing a horse has advanced. 
in that time from $1.25 to $3.50 or $4.00. 
When Mr. Anderson and Mr. Bowman 
started in business, theirs was one of five 
blacksmith shops. Now it is practically the 
only one. Though a good blacksmith can

Gas Meter Has Lungs Made From Sheep- 


skin 


The gas meter which breathes in and out as 
the gas is used, and measures it with greater 
accuracy than most watches, has lungs, or 
diaphragms, made of sheepskin. 

Six skins are discarded for each one that 
can be used, and unless the skins have come 
from New Zealand or Australian sheep, the 
proportion of discards is even higher. 

If the original wearer of the skin has been 
bitten by insects, if he has galloped through a 
thorn bush or collided with a barbed wire 
fence, the skin will show defects. 

When the perfect skin has been found it is 
soaked for 90 days in heavy oil, to make it 
impervious to the corrosive elements in gas. 

The skin is then cut and attached to a tin 
coated steel ring, after which it is ready to 
begin its years of service as the most import 
ant part of the gas meter, 

Experiments with cotton, linen and vege- 
table fibre fabric, synthetic leather and rub- 
ber compounds have been made in searching 
for a substitute for the sheepskin diaphragm, 
but as yet none has been found which can be 
depended upon for accurate and prolonged 
performance.

Washington, D. C., January 6, 1927 
The United States Civil Service Commission 
has announced that until January 28, 1927, 
it will receive applications from residents of 
this State for positions of junior stenographer 
and junior typist in the departmental service 
at Washington. 

The Federal civil service law requires that, 
so far as practicable, positions in the depart- 
mental service at Washington shall be 
apportioned among the States and Territories 
on a population basis. Some States are in 
arrears under the apportionment and our 
State is one of them. The reason for this 
situation is that residents of this State have 
not applied for examinations in sufficient 
numbers to receive the full number of ap- 
pointments due this State under the ap- 
portionment. 

The present stenographer and typist ex- 
aminations will be held only in States which 
are in arrears under the apportionment in an 
effort to equalize the apportionment by add- 
ing to the registers a considerable number of 
eligibles who live in States which are in 
arrears. 

_ The examinations will be held in a number 
of cities in this State about ten days after the 
close of rec eipt of applications. 

Full information and application blanks 
may be obtained from the Secretary of the 
local board of civil service examiners at the 
post office in any city,

command forty dollars a week, almost no 
young men are entering the trade. With 
the coming of the automobile, business began 
to decline twenty years ago, diminishing year 
by year as the number of automobiles in- 
creased and the number of horses decreased. 
According to the assessors’ books, the number 
of horses owned in Andover in 1926 was only 
293, 

One old-time custom that is passing with 
the frequent visits to the blacksmith shop, is 
the use of a horseshoe nail as a nutpick. 
‘This was prized by the small boy who cracked 
his nuts gathered industriously from Ando- 
ver’s trees, on the convenient stonewall, as 
well as by his elders who ate them more 
decorously. Mr. Bowman tells the story of 
how “ Ma‘or” Marland, who for years catered 
to the wants of the Academy boys at the 
Clement house on School street, used to come 
into their blacksmith shop and buy two or 
three pounds of horseshoe nails as a necessary 
part of the table paraphernalia for Thanks- 
giving and Christmas festivities. 

As for the building itself, its ground floor 
has always been used as a blacksmith shop, 
while its upper story has been the scene of 
various activities. In the days of Adam 
Frame, it was a roller skating rink when there 
was a furore for that sport. Later it was used 
as a carriage painter's shop, as a pool and 
billiard room, and at the present time by 
Gray and Kendall as a carpenter’s shop. 

The glowing fire on the forge, the bellows, 
the clang of the hammer on the metal, the 
flying sparks, the hiss of hot metal as it is 
cooled in the water barrel, the horses them- 
selves, and the skilful movements ‘of the 
blacksmith have always had a fascination for 
children who through succeeding generations 
have peered in at the open door on their way 
to and from school, and the lure of one of 
the still essential trades carried on in its 
picturesque setting, unchanged through four 
decades will continue to have its glamour 
though the shop is not the busy center it was 
a half-century ago.

Meeting of The King’s Daughters 


The ease with which anyone may come 
into the ession of a revolver or an au- 
tomobile in the United States is the cause 
for the great number of crimes assigned by 
Henry A. Higgins, secretary of the Massa- 
chusetts Prison association, who spoke 
before a meeting of the Courteous Circle of 
The King’s Daughters held in the South 
church vestry on Monday night. 

He contrasted conditions in America with 
those in England, to the disadvantage of the 
former, England’s more homogeneous pop- 
ulation, the greater respect for law, ‘aiid the 
fine police force all being factors in prevent- 
ing crime. 

The fact that political power permits the 
committing of crime with a certain degree of 
immunity is a strong reason for divorcing 
politics and the police. He paid tribute to 
the excellent work done by American police 
in bringing criminals to the bar of justice and 
blamed delayed trials and the machinations 
of a certain type of criminal lawyer for the 
failure to restrain and punish criminals. The 
a of the rum war in Chicago was briefly 
told. 

The audience was glad to hear that Boston 
has the lowest murder rate of any city in the 
United States and that it is comparatively 
free from serious crime. He commended 
Massachusetts for its competent and con- 
scientious judges and approved Governor 
Fuller’s conservative policy in regard to 
pardons and paroles, 

As for the space given to the story of crime 
in the newspapers, he thought it better for 
the peaple to take even a morbid interest 
rather than to take no interest at all, a cer- 
tain amount of interest being necessary to 
the safety of the community. 

Mr. Higgins spoke for more than a hour to 
a deeply interested audience after which 
refreshments of coffee, sandwiches and nuts 
were served by the hospitality committee. 

Frank A. Brooks, chairman of the Board 
of Prison Paroles and Pardons, who was 
scheduled to speak at the meeting was pre- 
vented from keeping the appointment by 
illness.

Twelve regular meetings have been held 
during the year, the president, Mrs. Gouck, 
conducting each meeting. She also has 
missed but one Council meeting during the 
year. As these council meetings are held at 
different places in Essex County and often 
hard to reach, it means giving a good deal of 
one’s self. At one of these meetings Mrs. 
Gouck was appointed Sergeant at Arms in 
Essex County. 

At the beginning of the year, Mrs. Cheney, 
chairman of the Good of the Order, called a 
mecting to formulate plans, whereby money 
could be raised to carry on our work, and the 
following were chosen chairmen, each chair- 
man to choose, how, and when she should 
raise her money, with the following results. 

In January a food sale, Mrs. Hilton chair- 
man the sum realized being $38.09 — fifty, 
dozen doughnuts were made and sold piping 
hot.

On Community Expenditures 

As the time for town mecting ap- 
proaches, it will prove worth while to 
consider in a general way the topic of 
finances and desired improvements. 
Later it will be necessary to pass judg- 
ment upon some one proposal, bul now 
let us take up in a broad way what 
might be called the theory of town 
expenditures. 

A certain improvement is desired. 
It would add considerably to the con- 
venience and prestige of the town. 
Shall we have it? What considerations 
enter into a fair estimate of such a 
question? 

It depends on your theory of govern- 
ment: whether it is individualistic or 
socialistic in its point of view. Those 
who are of the individualistic stamp do 
not look with favor upon group buying. 
They believe that the functions of 
government should be as limited as 
possible, and in consequence, that the 
money it spends should be a minimum. 
If they buy shoes for themselves they 
feel that they have received tangible 
values, but if they buy a bridge, or a 
road collectively with ther  fellow- 
citizens they are apt to feel that the 
sum involved is more or less lost. Indi- 
vidualists favor the narrowest possible 
sphere of action for the community. 
But they do not plead their cause in 
these words; they are, rather, likely to 
utilize a cateh-word of widespread ap- 
peal, such as “economy.” But, by 
this, they mean not alone buying eco- 
nomically that which is desired, but 
also cutting down the number of things 
desired, to the very bone. They abhor 
a high tax-rate and point to it as a sure 
index of community folly and extrava- 
gance. Their motto is: Keep down the 
budget at all costs. 

Those citizens who are willing to 
have a more paternalistic government 
are of a less conservative but more 
modern view point. They believe that 
the doctrines of “‘laissez-faire’’ are 
outworn and no longer applicable. They 
do not imply that what the government 
does, it is very apt to do badly, but ex-

Increased taxation has at least one 
serious aspect in New England, This 
section of the country is at present 
undergoing far-reaching industrial 
changes, due in part to keen competition 
from other regions. Certain industries 
are already finding themselves unable 
to meet the price set by manufacturers 
in other parts of the country. If these 
establishments are further harassed 
through increased taxation, municipal 
improvements may prove to be the 
traditional straw in many instances, 
with serious consequences to the people 
in these states. Competition makes it 
imperative for New England industries 
to keep their costs at a minimum, and 
increased taxation in such cases may 
have far-reaching results of a very seri- 
ous nature. 

When, in the very near future, a con- 
crete case comes up for consideration 
before Andover’s citizens, which point 
of view should prevail? This is a 
matter for each voter to decide for him- 
self as each case comes up for considera- 
tion. But all should remember that 
caution is less apt to be regretted than 
rashness in community buying. 


Traffic Rules to Be Made Uniform 


Townsman readers will be inter- 
ested in the following news item in 
Wednesday's Herald, concerning pro- 
posed uniformity in traffic laws for 
Massachusetts. 

The Legislature will be asked to pro- 
vide for the adoption of a uniform 
system of traffic laws and_ signals 
throughout the commonwealth in a 
bill that will be submitted after a confer- 
ence of mayors and traffic officials of 
Essex county cities and towns, Dr. 
George W. Haywood of Lynn, chairman 
of the Essex county associated boards of 
trade, announced last night. 

The conference has been called for 
January 12, and will be held at the 
General Electrig Company plant in 
Lynn. It is expected that more than 200 
officials will attend. 

A preliminary study has been made 
of traffic problems in Essex and other 
counties of the state and officials de- 
clared last night that they are appalled 
at the heterogenerous mass of rules and 
signals. It was pointed out that in some 
cities and towns the rules of regulating 
traffic are so intricate that only a Solomon 
would have a definite idea as to what 
they actually mean. 

A thorough discussion will take 
place at the conference. ‘Traffic experts 
will also submit a series of traffic plans 
and it is expected that a committee will 
be named to draft a traffic regulation 
bill.

English Singers to Give Concert in 
George Washington Hall 


The first concert to be given on the James 
C. Sawyer musical foundation, established by 
an anonymous gift of $10,000 announced at 
Commencement last June, will be that by 
the English Singers of London, in George 
Washington hall on next Monday evening. 
Admission will be by tickets which have been 
distributed through the Trustees of Phillips 
academy. None are for sale. 

Their program will be made up of musical 
selections from the 16th Century, which many 
believe to be the golden age of English music, 
as well as English literature. The program 
will consist of Madrigals, Canzonets, Ballets, 
and Motets, and since these words may be 
unfamiliar to some who will find great pleas- 
ure in the work of this unique ensemble, 
which has this season alone sold out five 
concerts in New York City, the following 
definitions have been supplied by Cuthbert 
Kelly, spokesman for the Singers: 

Madrigal: A composition for two or more 
voices unaccompanied to secular verse, often 
but not always, of a pastoral kind. All the 
voice parts are of equal interest and mainly 
designed from the same melodic material. At 
first the term was applied to the verse and 
later to the music “made on” the verse. 
The madrigal form flourished in the 16th 
century in Flanders, Italy and England. 

Canzonet: “fA little short song or air.” 
This is one of the many terms which the 
madrigal composers applied to their music. 
Originally a canzonet was designed on a 
smaller scale than a madrigal but in fact the 
style of composition is the same in both. 

Ballet: A composition for voices like the 
madrigal but with a much more regular and 
simple rythm and with a Fa-la-la refrain, 
In its more primitive form it was a combina- 
tion of singing and dancing but it was not 
danced by Elizabethan singers. It may be 
pointed out that it is an error to regard the 
Fa-la-la refrain as the distinguishing feature 
of the Madrigal. 

Motet — A composition for voices unac- 
companied, set, as a rule to Sacred words. 
Thomas Morley describes a motet as “pro- 
perlie a song made for the church either upon 
some hymne or Antheme or such like”; but 
the term includes “all grave and sober mu- 
sicks’’; i.e. compositions of a specially serious 
and introspective kind.

Communication 


To The Andover Townsman: 

It was the writer’s privilege to attend the 
concert by the et Orchestra in the 
Academy of Music, Philadelphia, on New 
Year’s Eve. Perhaps the following from the 
Friday morning Public Ledger may be of 
interest and will speak for itself. It is at 
least worth reflecting upon, that probably 
the greatest of our present-day American 
conductors is spending so much of his time 
in orchestrating the organ works of Bach, 
We have already from him the Passacaglia, 
the d minor, the g minor, the Choral Prelude 
to: ‘Sleepers wake!’’, and now the exquisite 
orchestration of the Prelude: “‘T call to Thee, 
Lord Jesu Christ.’’ Apparently Mr. Stok- 
owski fully agrees with M. Dupre’s remark: 
“He (Bach) is still the most modern of them 
all.” Perhaps the opinions of the greatest 
of our conductors and the greatest of the 
organ virtuosi — who, as Professor of organ 
at the Paris Conservatory, also holds 
probably the highest organ position of the 
present day — perhaps these opinions will 
carry weight when other voices fail. 

Leopold Stokowski last evening broke all 
precedent of the Philadelphia Orchestra 
and one of its most strict traditions by play- 
ing an encore number at the close of the 
program. This is the way it all happened: 

After the Bach Fantasia and fugue in 
g minor, orchestrated by Mr. Stokowski, 
which had its first hearing anywhere in the 
all-Bach program last evening, there was 
loud and long-continued applause. Mr. 
Stokowski took the usual number of calls, 
sharing them as usual with the members of 
the orchestra, and then it was apparent that 
he desired to say something. There was 
immediate silence. 

The conductor began by explaining it was 
his impression that Philadelphia audiences 
do not like modern music, but Bach, he 
continued, is much more modern than most 
of the composers who are writing in the 
unusual idioms which pass for modern music. 

“Tn fact,” said Mr. Stokowski, ‘ Bach is 
much more alive than most of us who are 
walking around today.” 

Then he inquired if the members of the 
audience were in a hurry, and cries of ‘No! 
No!” resounded from all over the Academy. 

“Because, if you are,” continued Mr. 
Stokowski, “‘there are many doors and most 
of them are wide open and ready for use. 
Those who are in a hurry to catch trains or 
for any other reason may use them at once.” 

The audience again protested that it had 
all the time in the world and Mr. Stokowski 
then said he had just completed the orches- 
tration yesterday morning of a little chorale 
by Bach and that, if the audience desired to 
hear it, he would be glad to play it. 

The house settled immediately into the 
nearest seats and the orchestra played an 
arrangement of the exquisite chorale “Ich 
ruf’ zu dir, Herr Jesu Christ,” decidedly one 
of the most beautiful things Mr. Stokowski 
has yet done, orchestrated very simply for 
muted strings, one flute and one bassoon. 

At the close, the audience broke into 
vociferous applause in response to which, 
Mr. Stokowsi came to the stage. 

“Do you think that we played that well?” 
he inquired. There was a momentary 
silence, broken by the conductor. “Ah,” he 
said, “‘but you should hear my two New 
York orchestras,” and the concert ended in 
laughter and applause. 

Last evening’s concert was the one moved 
forward from Saturday evening because of 
New Year’s Day. It was the second all-Bach 
program of the season, and consisted of the 
Brandenburg concertos Nos. 4, 5 and 6, and 
a superb orchestration by Dr. Stokowski of 
the Fantasia and Fugue in g minor, perhaps 
the greatest com fon for organ ever 
written by any one. OF P

The remodeled wards of the North Shore 
Babies Hospital will be completed within the 
next two wecks. At that time the Hospital 
will be open for public inspection and the 
Committee hopes that everyone on the 
North Shore who is interested in the work will 
take this opportunity to see the only babies’ 
hospital east of Boston, 

The new private ward will accommodate 
four babies. It will be chiefly for those who 
can afford to pay for the baby’s care and who 
will send their own doctor to the ward. ‘The 
new lamp room is nearly completed. ‘This 
will contain the new Alpine lamp which is 
the gift of Mrs. Bayard Tuckerman, | Jr. 
The lamp room will also be used for minor 
surgical operations. The isolation room will 
have four beds and will be used for infants 
who are suspected of being afflicted with 
contagious maladies. 

There are now thirty-five babies at the 
North Shore Babies hospital, This is a very 
large number. The hospital has never before 
been open in the winter, It was proble 
matical as to whether there was need for an 
all year round service. This proves con- 
clusively that there are just as many poorly 
nourished babies who need care in the winter 
as there are in the summer time, 

The new wards of the hospital are on the 
second floor and as soon as these are com- 


pleted the playroom and the toddlers’ nursery 
on the first floor will be repainted. ‘The 
nurserymaids are noW very comfortable in 
their new quarters in the annex, 

The Committee of the North Shore Babies 
hospital is now making plans to reach the 
yeople of this section who are interested in 
helping the hospital to remain open all year 
round, 


Trucks Run Wild 


The condition of the highways which have

The truck, owned by A. Towle 
and Company of Boston, was bound -for 
Lawrence with a load of merchandise.

Program of Rhythmic Dances to Be 
Presented by Catherine Beatrice Rapp 


Miss Catherine Beatrice Rapp’s program 
of dances which will be given in Punchard 
Hall, Thursday evening, January 20th, is 
interesting proof that the Noyes School of 
Rhythm of which she is an exponent, is mak- 
ing a real contribution to the history of the 
dance. : 

Miss Rapp claims that her dances are nd 
planned out, that they are not calculated 
movement, so many steps forwird and so 
many steps back, but are rather created 
through obedience to the laws of Rhythm, 
to a sensitiveness to the meaning of the 
dance, which brings about its own forms just 
as truly in accordance with law as the way 
the snow crystal is formed. 

This dependence upon Rhythm is the 
principle upon which the Noyes School 
pases its teaching. Says Mrs. Florence 
Fleming Noyes, founder of the Noyes move- 
ment, “It was the Dance Art of the Greeks, 
the visible music of Rhythm, which enabled 
the individual performer to make the body 
an instrument for the presentation of a 
thought as truly as the singer in his 
or the sculptor in his marble. It was the 
Art of the Dance before it was degraded by 
the Roman mimes, before it sank into the 
pretty but highly artificial movements of the 
dance of the Middle Ages, and before it sank 
further into the ntic steps which we now 
are accustomed to dignify by the term 
‘dancing’.””

Desk 


Telephone Has 201 Parts 


An ordinary desk telephone set, which 
apparently consists of only a receiver and 
transmitter, when taken apart will be found 
to have no less than 201 parts. One hundred 
and fourteen of these, however, are small, 
consisting of nuts, screws, washers, bushings, 
insulators, etc., while the remaining 87 are 
those parts which are held together by the 
smaller units. All of these parts must be 
made so nearly alike that they will go into 
their respective places without any additional 
fitting. No variation in size beyond one- 
thousandth of an inch (plus or minus) is 
permissible. 

With a daily output of 5500 sets in one 
factory, no less than 1,110,000 parts must be 
handled in the assembling of these instru- 
ments. To maintiin the accuracy necessary 
30,000 gauges are used in the manufacture 
and testing processes. 


Where an electrical transmission line runs 
through country in which oak trees grow, 
there is trouble.

How many people there are who think 
they know the red-winged blackbird and yet 
never recognize its modest mate! She is not 
red-winged or black, but sooty brown with 
pe streaks, and she is much smaller than 

er gaudy mate. The song of the handsome 
male, H'walk-a-ree, which he emits often 
with more or less fuss and display of his 
bright epaulets, is only one of his many notes. 
One can get but 2 faint idea of the variety of 
these c .lls when the serried flock falls black 
on a wayside tree in March, all singing or 
chattering at once in a veritable jumble of 
tones suggestive of frogs and oozy bogs. 
But by keeping a few blackbirds in an aviary 
one soon learns to recognize many viriations 
of their ordinary tones.

almost continuous duties of feeding and house 
cleaning. But the gay father seems to have 
more time for gadding about than a good 
provider should, and there are some suspi- 
cions to say the least, that he is not always a 
faithful husband. 

It would seem that in a a nest in a quaking 
bog and hidden among the waving reeds, the 
younglings would be fairly safe from harm; 
but there are hungry water snakes, maraud- 
ing herons and bitterns, pirate crows and 
fierce hawks, and so in various ways many 
young disappear from the carefully-hidden 
nests. However, when autumn comes, the 
black hordes gather in thousands and tens of 
thousands. We have counted more than a 
thousand birds going into one small slough to 
roost at sunset. The numbers of the flocks 
increase as they move southward, and then 
they visit the cornfields and take toll from the 
farmer for the grubs and wireworms that they 
destroyed for him in the spring. Next sum- 
mer our sable friends will be back again at 
the same old slough. — Edward Howe For- 
bush in “Our Dumb Animals.”’ 


Publishing Phone Directories 


Few people recognize +43 magnitude of the 
work involved in the compilation and print- 
ing ofthe telephone directories in use through- 
out the country in the Bell System. There 
are approximately 1,800 diferent directories 
published and, based on the average of two 
annually for each directory area, this neces- 
sitates the printi 1g of 25,000,000 copies. 


The paper used, including the cover stock, 
weighs approximately 60,629,000 pounds and 
represents an annual cost of about $2,440,000. 
To haul this paper from the mills to the print- 
shop by railroad would require approximately 
1,000 freight cars of 60,000 pounds capacity. 
This would be the equivalent of twenty solid 
trains of sixty cars each. The task of deliver- 
ing the printed directories to the subscribers 
would require the equivalent of 6,000 five- 
ton truck loads and the services of several 
thousand men. Approximately 35,000,000 
lines of subscribers’ listings and advertising 
must be taken care of in one year. 

Taking the current New York City tele- 
hone directory as an example, if all the 
listings in the Bell System were contained in 
one book it would require 87,500 pages, nine 
inches by eleven inches, and would be nearly 
eleven feet thick. Or, if the listings were 
divided into volumes the size of the present 
New York City directory, which contains 
2,412 pages, it would require thirty-seven 
such volumes to cover the entire system. 

Not only is the printing and compilation 
of the telephone directory a work of great 
magnitude, but its financial aspect is equall 
impressive. The direct expense to the Bell 
companies in connection with these director- 
ies for the year 1925 was $10,765,629.

Rev. and Mrs. E. Victor Bigelow, Mr. and 
Mrs. John V. Holt, Mr. and Mrs. John Fergu- 
son, and Mrs. G. M. R. Holmes of the South 
church attended a public meeting held 
Thursday evening, January 6, at 7.30, in the 
historic Park street Church of Boston, when 
the union of four large Congregational 
foreign missionary Boards was consummated.

This union of four powerful Mission 
Boards with work in Africa, India, Ceylon, 
China, Japan, Bulgaria, Mexico, Czecho- 
slovakia, Micronesia, the Philippine Islands, 
Spain, Turkey, Greece, Syria and Armenia, 
totals 289 years of continuous service in the 
foreign field. It is comparable in the church 
world to certain great consolidations in the 
realm of business and industry. Now the

With this new amalgamation of forces the 
enlarged American Board has in the foreign 
field 18 Missions, with 109 Stations and 1750

pupils; 1384 elementary schools with 74,100 
pupils; 161 ordained missionaries with one 
physician who is ordained; 32 men physicians;

Foods, Shaves and Smokes 


Contrary to popular impression, the 
Great White Way of New York is not pri- 
marily a creation of the theatres, says Arthur 
Williams, Vice President of the New York 
Edison Company. A recent survey shows 
that of the 17,000 electric signs on Man- 
hattan Island below 135th Street, more than 
2,800 are restaurant signs, more than 1,300 
are barber shop signs, more than 1,100 ad- 
vertise tobacco, 867 are clothing advertise- 
ments and 763 advertise automobiles and 
their accessories. Theatres take seventh 
place with 706 electric signs. 

Mr. Williams’ report of the survey shows 
that approximately 5000 electric signs were 
added to New York’s night skyline during 
the last year, an average of about 14 a day. 
Restaurants alone added more than 500 new 
electric signs to the city’s total within the 
last year. Close to 200 new theatre signs 
made their appearance on the Great White 
Way in 1925, 

Calling attention to the fact that the first 
electric sign which appeared in New Yorks 
had approximately 200 lamps, Mr. Williams 


said: “This sign which startled New Yorker 
of thirty years ago and instantly made its 
mark as a most effective form of advertising 
would almost be lost in the blaze of animated 
light that illuminates our theatre district 
now. The largest electric sign in the world, 
recently removed to make way for a new 
skyscraper on Broadway, carried 19,000 
lamps in itself, and 21 miles of electrical 
wiring, while the total number of lamps in 
this district is more than a million. The cost 


of the first sign, I think, was less than $200, 
Today one company alone pays approximate- 
ly $600,000 a year merely for ee of electric 
sign space on Broadway.”

Although the eagle has the emblematic 
place of honor in the United States, the 
downy woodpecker is distinguished as the 
most useful bird citizen, says Enos A. Mills 
in “The Spell of the Rockies.” Of the eight 
hundred and three kinds of birds in North 
America, his services are most helpful to man. 
He destroys destructive forest insects. Long 
ago Nature selected the woodpecker to be the 
chief caretaker — the physician and surgeon 
—of the tree world. This is a stupendous 
task. Forests are extensive and are formed 
of hundreds of species of trees. The Ameri- 
can woodpeckers have the supervision of un- 
counted acres that are forested with more 
than six hundred kinds of trees. 


With the exception of the California big 


1158 | tree, each tree species is preyed upon by 


scores, and many species by hundred, of in- 
urious and deadly insects. Five hundred 
kinds of insects are known to prey upon the 
oak, and a complete count may show a thous- 
and kinds. Many of these insects multiply 


with amazing rapidity, and at all times! 


countless numbers of these aggressive pests 
form warrior armies with which the wood- 
pecker must constantly contend. 

In this incessant struggle with insects the 
woodpecker has helpful assistance from many 
other bird families. ‘Though the woodpecker 
gives general attention to hundreds of kinds 
of insects, he specializes on those which injure 
the tree internally — which require a surgical 
operation to obtain. He is a distinguished 
specialist; the instruments for tree-surgery 
are intrusted to his keeping, and with these he 
each year performs innumerable successful 
surgical operations upon our friends the 
trees — Our Dumb Animals.

In some old lumber room may now and 
then be found the remains of some haughty 
and painted savage who, a few years ago, 
with a bundle of cigars in one hand and a 
tomahawk in the other, invited and com- 
manded the pale-face passerby to step in and 
smoke the pipe of peace. 

Statisticians tell us that there are more 
Indians in the United States now than there 
were when the English settled at jamestown 
and Plymouth Rock was pressed by the feet 
of the Pilgrims. Indians of other tribes now 
wear storeclothes, send their sons to college 
are the owners of great ranches or million. 
aires through oil wells. But upon the Indian 
of the Cigar-store Tribe has paren that 
doo.n of annihilation which sentamentalists 
used to proclaim so eloquently as the fate of 
all the Redmen. 

And yet only a little while ago he 
with us. These Indians of the eset ais 
were, some of them, really praiseworthy 
works of the wood-carver’s art. The worst 
of them was not so bad. He used to stand on 
a little box-like pedestal so that he could be 
trundled into the shop at night. A prosper- 
ous tobacconist would spend a lot of money 
for his Indian and was very proud of him. 
For many years the tribe of the Cigar Store 
Indian increased and flourished, and then 
ceased to be, almost of a sudden. Why? He 
was picturesque, he was appropriate, he was 
a good “ad.” But one day, lo, and he was 
not. 


The same may be said of those globes of 
gaudily colored liquids in the apothecary 
window which, cheerful by day, at night, 
with the lights behind them, were positively 
gorgeous. They sent their rainbow mys 
athwart the street proclaiming to one and 
all, ‘Here is an apothecary shop.” You 
didn’t have to hunt around when you were in 
a hurry to have a prescription tilled — you 
knew where to head from afar off. : 

Everybody who is old enough to have 
voted twice remembers these globes. They 
had been in existence — an accepted part of 
the druggist’s equipment. And then one 
day, like the Cigar-store Indian, they sud- 
denly ceased, 

The origin of the globes of color as window 
dressing for the apothecary is uncertain, but 
the device is very old. One supposition is 
that they represented semi-masic elixirs in 
which the ancient apothecaries used to deal, 

That other ancient sign, the barber's pole, 
we have with us, though that, too, is rapidly 
vanishing. Only the other day, as it were, 
every barbershop had its pole of white with 
the spiral red band curling around it. Now 
the sign is seen infrequently in the larger 
cities, except in Boston. It is a rare thing to 
see the old pole of the ‘‘ barber-surgeon.” 

Boston is said to have more barber poles 
per barber than any other city 

The orthodox barber's pole has a red land 
spiraling around it and, until a few yearsyp, 
no barber would have thought of having any 
other color than red for the band. But as the 
use of the pole began to decline there alo 
took place changes in it. Barbers began, 
some of them, to have black bands instead of 
red;orbandsororange. As the dying dolphin 
turns various colors as it expires, so the expit- 
ing barber’s pole has been undergoing color 
variations. 

But a barber’s pole painted anything but 
white as to its surface and anything but red 
as to its spiral band is meaningless. Whereas 
the pole with the red band has an historic 
significance and carries the barber business 
back to a time when it was a profession; to 
the time when barbers were also surgeons, 
licensed to bleed people —the ‘“barher- 
surgeons”” who practiced under a royal 
charter issued to their “ worshipful company.” 
The red band on the pole signified the blood 
which the practitioner within was prepared 
to“let” for his patient. 

Rarely, very rarely now, do we see the 
wooden boot or shoe hanging over the ea- 
trance to the boot and shoe shop. (nce its 
use wis universal, but it began to declire 
about the time of the Civil War and now ls 
almost non-existent. In short the ancient 
signs which once adorned and enlivened the 
city streets have vanished, or are vanishing, 
as completely as the figureheacs of oliifwith- 
out which, at one time, no respectable ship 
would think of going to sea.
